Makes Comparison Of Hin- 
doo and Europeiin Religions

Bhavagcd Gita Is One Of 
World's Greatest Religious 
Writings 

"The Song Cvlcsllaj", or '.he lUiav- 
agad Gita, was discus: cj List nishl 
by tho i;.." (..end Clare a', a ni tii.;.' of 
• lie Comp.ii-ativo Religion 5tudy 
tiroup held in Slrathcona Hall. This 
book is generally acknowledged to Ik- 
one ot tho most significant writing.^ 
ill Iho world a.nd is still the found- 
ation ot much Hindoo thought and 
feeling. 

11 divides religious peoples Into 
two groups, as distinct In division .as 
are political p.artiea like Liberals and 
Conservatives. Tho first of these two 
chasses regards God as a person; 
something close atul near at hand, 
wliilo the .second ' rcgjirds Him aa 
something spiritual .and very imper- 
sonal—an ideal or even only a dream. 
The worshippers of the imper.son.il 
I30ing arc found Largely in India and 
ill tho i^rahmism religion. Jehova and 
Allah arc distinctly the personal Gods 
and their beliefs are often forced on 
people by the sword and by torture. 
The majority of the very old religions 
lake the opposite view and t-huw tlieir 
gods as impersonal deities. Tlicsc arc 
usually of a pessimistic nature, pic- 
turing life as succeeding life anil 
through all a very unhappy proce.ss. 
When God is pictured as a principle, 
s.alvntion la often secured only by 
knowledge. 

In telling about the significance of 
the Gila, Dr. Clare pointed out that 
It Is of great interest from an hlsto- 
ric.al viewpoint in that it is one of 
tho greatest and oldosl ot tho Indian 
records and shows us the ideals and 
beliefs of an Bastcrn world about 
which we know very little. In read- 
ing It we come Into a new realm ot 
ilLOUght and new thoughts are always 
rcfre.shing. It shows a group of souls 
si niggling to catch a religious thought 
striving forward and trying to SKitls- 
ty their doubts, whUih are a mixture 
of fe.i.r of the Divine and yet a re- 
markable fascination for God.

! One of the things which the vissiting Af- 
rican stu(k=nts noticed when they were here, 
and which was the cause of some comment on 
their part was the way in which the average 
•\IoiitrcaIer talked, and the way in which 
some undergraduates "murdereci" the king's 
English. Although we at McGill pride our.selves 
on the iHirity of our English, yet it is regrett- 
able to admit that many of us, to say the least, 
slip-shod. 

Tiiis condition may be explained in several 
ways, but tlic fact remains that we hurry, and 
articulate very indistinctly and carelessly. 
Thus many of us find that we fail in oral ex- 
aminations sometimes even when we know 
the work, and it never occurs to us that the 
failure may be due to careless and faulty ex- 
jiression. If we were as careful of what we say 
as of what we write we might have more rea- 
son to be proud of our results in oral exami- 
nations and quizzes. 

At this university too, there are students 
whose parents hail from all corners of the globe 
and it is unfaii* therefore to expect the same 
standard of oral English here as in other corn- 
ers of the empire or the motherland; yet, the 
undergraduates of today, the graduates of to- 
morrow .should be impre.s.sed with the import- 
ance of speaking the "King's proper English" 
at all times. 

The English language is a noble birtliri«ht, 
and it is a very necessary tool.

Questionnaire

'I'lie an.swer, aiiparently, -will romain 
u.;known, tor Dean Alfred C. Han- 
ford of Harvard, after auth&rizing the 
ipioting of a paragrapli statins hip 
views in :i )etlcr to Dean 11. Ciratfan 
Doyle of tSeoige Washington Uni- 
ver.sity, who is conducting a nation- 
wide .survey of the opinions of the 
deans of leading colleges on the qup."- 
tion of whether or not the "collogialo" 
cf ihe liiiniorons pri-J^s and ilir. sM>;i' 
is iypical of the American colloge stu- 
dent, suddenly changed his mind, and 
led the H.i.rvard Crimson and Boston 
papers to bclicvo that he did not 
think it wortli while to answer Dean 
Doyle's qiiestions. 

The Jlarv.^rd Crimson, backing up 
Dean Manford In declining to answer 
the riuestlonnaire, held that "the col- 
leci.-itp per.'-iiii care, litllo. fo;- llic opin- 
ifii rir feelings of others," altliougli 
fiirlher on in the editorial, the Criin- 
.'on is guilty of this very f.TUlt in .lay- 
ing: "The present iiuestionna.irn 0.1 n 
do little more than in.igiiify ihc col- 
légiale charaiteristios and fuilher 
imprint upon the public mind si con- 
cpllon wliich has tinforluiiately be- 
come synonj-mous with higher odiic.T- 
tioii. In this respect, it Is as perniri- 
ous an influence the subject i: 
drags into the limeliglit."
